(b) representatives of states and governments that are members of the 
Organization shall, to such extent as may be required for the 
performance of their functions, have the privileges and immunities 
set forth in Article IV of the Convention for representatives of 
members; 


(c) all officials of the Organization shall, to such extent as may be 
required for the performance of their functions, have the privileges 
and immunities set forth in Article V of the Convention for officials 
of the United Nations; and 


(d) all experts performing missions for the Organization shall, to such 
extent as may be required for the performance of their functions, 
have the privileges and immunities set forth in Article VI of the 
Convention for experts on missions for the United Nations. 


4. Remission is hereby granted of the Customs duty, excise taxes and 
duties of excise applicable to spirits, wines, beer and tobacco products 
imported or purchased in Canada by Commissioners-General and their 
deputies for their personal or official use.
